Potomac Place Expansion: 

A Lost Opportunity For Smart Growth? 


By A Capital Park Resident 

The green park behind Potomac Place, 
800 4th Street SW, is under assault from 
D.C.'s unofficial bird, the developer's 
crane. Soon the crane will rise at other 
locations in our neighborhood - 4th and E 
streets (for a hotel and offices), at Water¬ 
front Mall, Arena Stage and the water¬ 
front. Are these inherently bad or wrong 
for Southwest? No! But it is bad when 
development occurs without community 
involvement, as is happening at Potomac 
Place. 

In recent weeks, ANC 6D, theSWNA 
board and the SWN A membership voted 
to oppose the terrible planned expansion 
at Potomac Place that narrowly squeezes 
302 apartments and more than 425 park¬ 
ing places into the heart of Capitol Park. 
The project will destroy a park designed 
for that location by famous Washington 
architect Chloethiel Woodard Smith and 
the award winning landscape architect 
Dan Kiley. That park has served South- 
westers of all communities well. But the 
developer, M onument Realty, does not lis¬ 
ten because the project is a "matter of 
right" development that does not consider 
community input. We appreciate the sup¬ 
port of D.C. council members Sharon 
Ambrose, Carol Schwartz, and Phil 
M endelson in signing a letter in an effort 
to save the trees at Potomac Place. 

This project represents a monumental - 
no pun intended - failure on the part of 
Mayor Williams and the District govern¬ 
ment. Both failed to see the park as a crit¬ 
ical component of Southwest and part of 


the original design for Capitol Park worth 
saving. 

In the early 1990s, when the charter 
for the Redevelopment Land Agency 
expired, the AN C and South westers urged 
the city to reconsider its decision to zone 
this piece of land as R-5-C, because that 
zoning would allow a considerable amount 
of development. The city intended mini¬ 
mal development at the site, but recom¬ 
mended the current zoning, assuming it 
would block new development at the site. 
Now, through numerous loopholes and 
dubious interpretations of zoning laws a 
decade later, the community's worst fears 
have been realized. The District govern¬ 
ment, rather than recognizing its past mis¬ 
takes, instead ignored Southwesters and 
supported this project. 

D istrict leaders - desperate for any kind 
of development - have allowed this plan to 
become part of the goal for 100,000 new 
residents with no consideration of how 
that growth should occur in our city and 
communities. The developers could have 
found better alternatives than covering 
more than 85% of the land at Potomac 
Place in buildings and parking. 

We support additional residents and 
density in Southwest to secure the ameni¬ 
ties other neighborhoods have. But the 
construction at Potomac Place represents a 
lost opportunity for the city, the developer 
and Southwesters to ensure that new 
growth in our city contributes to our 
neighborhood's character and residents' 
well-being. It's happening here today, but 
rest assured it will happen in other areas of 
Southwest and D .C. tomorrow!

A museum, possibly honoring Benjamin Banneker, includ¬ 
ing a 1200 car and bus parking garage will connect the L’Enfant 
Promenade with the Fish Market, according to the L'Enfant 
Promenade planning study. People will be able to go by eleva¬ 
tor and walk from the Fish Market to the Smithsonian. The 
plan was announced at a meeting in SW last January. The next 
meeting, for comments, is in early April. 

Currently, the L'Enfant Promenade is seen as a major design 
failure, according to the planning study. It is an under-used 
parking lot, now. By placing a museum and a parking lot on the 
site of the overlook, at the south end of the promenade, a con¬ 
nection can be made to the Fish M arket and the other attrac-

tions of the waterfront. This should increase the utilization of 
the Promenade, to access the museum and asa connection to the 
waterfront. 

The plan provides better access and more parking. The 
Kennedy Center is being reconstructed with this in mind. 

Other ideas discussed in the planning study are new 
entrances to the L’Enfant M etro station closer to the waterfront, 
removing the railroad from the area and removing the portion 
of the D 0 E building that spans the Promenade.

4th St. Study

At their January 29th public 
meeting held at St. M atthews Luther¬ 
an Church, the District of Columbia 
Department of Transportation 
reported on their study of traffic 
movement in the Waterside/Water- 
front Mall area in light of develop¬ 
ment activities in southwest and near 
southeast and how those activities are 
likely to affect traffic flow in 2010 
and 2022. 

They pointed out a number of 
problems that exist now, such as the 
lack of clear directions for lane usage 
on 4th Street at M Street and pedes¬ 
trian safety at 3rd and I Streets and 
recommended solutions to them. 
Looking to the future, even without 
development at the mall site but def¬ 
initely with it, they recommend "that 
4th Street be connected between I 
and M Streets and that this connec¬ 
tion be made available to vehicles".

Fireboat Service

Acting Fire Chief Adrian Thompson 
assured local boaters recently that when 

#1 Fireboat John Glenn is dry-docked 
for long, overdue repairs, the DC water¬ 
front would be protected by a smaller fire¬ 
boat. Fie made no assurances that a third 
small boat or the Fireboat Support Unit 
(FBSU), both currently staffed, would be 
available for use. TheFBSU isavan with 
a trailer carrying an inflatable boat that 
can be used in difficult rescues. 

"Every DC citizen deserves adequate 
fire and emergency protection which can 
only be accomplished with sufficient staff 
and equipment," said Kenny Cox, repre¬ 
senting the DC firefighters union. Cur¬ 
rently the John Glenn, two smaller fire- 
boats and the FBSU are fully staffed with 
5 firefighters to a shift. When the John 
Glenn leaves, only 2 firefighters will be 
assigned to a shift.. 

By agreement with theCouncil of Gov¬ 
ernments, the DC fireboats are the only 
water rescue boats for the M aryland, Vir¬ 
ginia and D C waterfronts above the W il- 
son Bridge. On the Anacostia and 
Potomac rivers around DC there are sever¬ 
al interstate bridges, Metro bridges and 


tunnels, and marinas, including theGang- 
plank M arina where almost 100 boats have 
people living aboard. The very busy Rea¬ 
gan National Airport takeoff and landing 
patterns are also along the Potomac River.
